NEWS BRIEFS 


~ Statistics received from the Attor- 
ney General in Washington show that 
the San Francisco office, in charge of 
George J. Hatfield, United Stftes Dis- 
trict Attorney, is one of the most im- 
portant in the country. The figures 
show that it ranks with Chicago and 
New York City. The population of 
the northern district of California, 
{s 1,746,000; that of Chicago district 
8,824,000; and that of New York City 
district, 8,801,000. During the last 
fiscal year the San Francisco of- 
fice secured 1,283 convictions in crim- 
inal cases as against 1,020 in Chicago 
and 2,926 in New York City; conduct- 
ed 171 jury trials; to 75 in Chicago 
and 134 in New York City and im- 
posed fines amounting to $360,600, 
compared to $498,000 in Chicago and 
$369,000.in New York City. In addi- 
tion to the appelate work of the/t 
Northérn California district the San 
Francisco office takes care of the ap- 
peals from the Districts Courts of 
Hawaii, Shanghai and Alaska. 


Los Angeles will be represented in the 
eighteenth annual Raisin Festival, to 
be held in Fresno, April 15, according 
to T. R. La Sénay, manager of Cali- 
fornia’s big annual agricultural cele- 
bration. Sacramento, Stockton, Mo- 
desto, Merced, Madera, Dinuba, Han- 
ford, Bakersfield and Los Angeles 
have either made entries or the coun- 
ties in which they are located have 
notified the Festival association they 
would take part in the spring fete. 


The core of the famous “Baldwin 
No. 25,” the deepest well ever bored, 
has been donated to the geology de- 
partment of Stanford University for 
experimental work, through the as- 
sistance of Joseph Jenson, geologist

KILLED IN WILD 
RIDE ON BUMPER 


Driver Disregards Victim's 
Appeals to Stop. 


New York.—On the front bumper of 
a touring car,-while he clung to the 
radiator cap and shrieked to the driv- 
er to stop, went Frank Casey for nine 
blocks up Amsterdam avenue on a 
crazy ride to death. 

The driver, his friend, Thomas J. 
Murray, later protested he knew noth- 
Ing of what occurred. Murray was 
fleeing from the scene of a trivial ac- 
cident. Behind him, on the running 
board of a taxicab, a patrolman was 
in pursuit. Bullets from his revolver 
smacking against the car only drove 
Murray to greater speed. 

Casey, who had got out of Murray's 
var to look over the accident, was dl- 
rectly in the path as Murray suddenly 
shot his car up the avenue to get 
away. There was no alternative for 
Casey except to leap on the bumpers. 
Six blocks up the avenue, a police 
sergeant opened fire from the curb. 
Two blocks further on, Murray, at 
the wheel, was confronted by danger 


lights and wooden barriers stretched | 


across the roadway. Ile drove the car 
directly at them. Over the torn-up 
toadway for one block the car 
jumped madly. ‘At Seventy-first street 
Murray drove through the barriers 
there. As the car cut through this 


last obstacle it crashed head-on into | 


a taxicab. The body of Cusey was 
taken from Inside the hood of the 
taxicab, into which it had been driv- 
en by the impact. Murray was caught.

| Captain Kidd’s Fatal Mistake 


| THE die had been cast and Capt. 

William Kidd, whom King: Wil 
liam had sent out to catch pirates, 
had decided to be a pirate himself 
and had announced his intention of 
“ballasting his ship with gold and 
silver from the Mocha fleet.” So to the 
port of Babb’s Key where the Mocha. 
fleet was loading its cargo, Captain 
Kidd's ship, the Adventure, sailed. 

And then the Mocha fleet one night 
stole out of the harbor, outwitted the 
would-be pirate and got clean away! 
But Captain Kidd was soon in hot 
pursuit and, catching up with it, this 
daredevil English seaman pushed his 
little galley into the midst of the big 
merchantmen and opened the battle. 
But alas for the crew's dream of 
rich loot! The Adventure was round- 
ly peppered by the merchantmen’s 
guns an forced to fall back while 
the fleet continued on its way to In- 
dia. So grumbling arose among the 
crew. 

Captain Kidd tried in vain to re- 
coup his fortunes. But the few cap- 
tures which he made after the es- 
cape of the Mocha fleet were unim- 
portant. The climax came in a battle 
with the Portuguese ship, the Loyal 
Captain. For five hours the two ships 
banged at each other. Then the Portu- 
guese sulled away and all the pirates 
had te show for their work. was ten 
badly wounded men. The grumbling 
; among the crew increased. 

It came to a head in the person of 
Gunner Moore, who made so bold as 
to say that he could have shown 
Captain Kidd a way to have taken 
the Loyal Captain and that “without 
any risk.” There was a sting in those 
three words with their insinuation 
of cowardice on the captain's part. 

“Which way could you have put 
me in a way to take that ship with- 
out risk?” he demanded. The gunner 
sought refuge in a lie. “Sir,” he pro- 
tested, “I never spoke such a word 
nor ever thought such a thing.” “You 
lousy dog!” roared the captain. “If 
IT am a lousy dog, you have made me 
so,” cried Moore desperately. “You 
| have brought me to ruin and many 
more”’—this last a subtle appeul for 
the support of his mates. “Have I 
then rujned you, ye dog?” cried the 
infuriated pirate. “Then take that!” 

Captain Kidd seized a heavy wood. 
en basket bound with fron hoops and 
struck the gunner a crushing blow 
upon the head. Gunner Moore dled 
His words and actions had been in. 
cipient mutiny and as guch his cap- 
tain was justified by the harsh rule 
of the sea in punishing it thus. ‘But 
that one blow proved to be Captain 
Kidd's fatal mistake. For it he paid ig 
Execution dock. 


The End of Captain Kidd 
OMENTOUS as was the Killing of 
} Gunner Moore in determining the 
| Anat fate of Captain Kidd, it also 
; marked a turn for the better in his 
fortunes. For soon after this incident 
he scored his first successes, the cap- 
ture of two Moorish ships, although 
he had to resort to the subterfuge of 
flying the French flag to do it. Then 
came the climax of his career. 

He captured a ship named the Que 
dah Merchant, commanded by an Eng- 
lish skipper but chartered by a coin- 
pany of Armenians. Its cargo was 
valued at more than 10,000 pounds 
sterling, one of the most valuable 
prizes ever taken by a pirate, and for 
the first time Kidd was able to keep 
| hig promise to his crew to ballast his 

vessel with gold and silver and make 
them all rich men when their share 
of the loot was distributed. 

This capture was followed by others, 
none, however, so valuable. Then Kidd 
decided to turn for home and give an 
accounting to the partners In his orig- 
inal enterprise, particularly Lord Bell- 
amont. In the meantime ugly rumors 
had been coming back to England 
about Kidd's doings in the South seas 
and in December, 1698, a general par- 

“don had been offered for afl pirates 
who would surrender themselves—with 
two exceptions: Captain Ayery and 
Captain Kidd. So when Captain Kidd 
arrived in New York in’ May, 1680,
